What Have You Decided To Do During The Marian Year? 


Catholic people generally would act against 
their own interests and very foolishly if they do not 
avail themselves of the spiritual blessings they can 
earn for themselves and for the Poor Souls during 
this Marian Year through visits to churches dedicated 
to Mary, and on her special feasts, even in their 
parish church. 


Has it never occurred to you that you should do 
something special that would please our Divine Lord 
and His mother? 

If you know anything about the Fatima message 
you realize that Mary is interested in the return 
of individuals and nations to the faith. We are look- 
ing for her powerful appeal to bring about the re- 
turn to the faith even of Russia, the nation forced to 
separate from Rome by its civil rulers some cen- 
turies ago. 

Have you a single convert to your credit? 

Some one recently suggested these particular 
resolutions for every one during the Marian Year: 

shall recite my Rosary daily; 

I shall pray for negligent Catholics; 
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I shall bring one soul back to Christ; 
I shall make one convert this year; 

I shall become a more active Catholic; 
I shall attend Mass more frequently. 
Why not follow that schedule? 


When the pamphlet on Martin Luther was dis- 
tributed among Catholics belonging to several par- 
ishes, it was with the understanding that after read- 
ing it they would pass it on to a non-Catholic neigh- 
bor. Did you do that? 

Are you really cowardly? Each Lutheran is 
urged to get into a publicity campaign for his Church 
from February 21 until Easter; to run advertisements 
in the daily papers; to distribute tracts to all parish- 
ioners who, in turn, are requested to pass them on to 
non-Lutherans; to paste a publicity card in their 
automobile; to invite people to attend their church, 
especially during the Lenten services; to place a 
leaflet In every letter they write, etc. 


Protestants do not fear to talk up their religion. 


According to a survey taken recently, more than 
70% of Protestants of various denominations have 
striven to get others to join their church. In that 
same survey it was disclosed that only 7% of Catho- 
lics have done any such thing. They trail at the bot- 
tom of the list of members of all religious bodies. Yet 
there is no Protestant who is certain that his religion 
is right. Catholics are certain. 

Even the Catholic who is married to a non- 
Catholic seldom does anything to bring him‘into the 
Church. This is inexcusable, and denotes either a lack 
of true love for the non-Catholic or a lack of ap- 
preciation on the part of the Catholic of what his 
religion really means. 

“What we have been urging the men to do in 
many heart to heart talks at the top of this page, we 
want all Catholics to do. We want parents especially 
to examine their consciences on what they tolerate 
in their teenagers; and how fatal the mistake is 
when they oppose a vocation to the religious life for 
one of their children. It represents a real attack on 
God Himself instead of a “Thank you” for being 
interested in “my child.”

Reds Reviving Class 
War In British Union 


London (NC) — Douglas 
Hyde, news editor of the Catholic 
Herald of London, warned read- 
ers that for the first time since 
World War Il the active commun- 
ist minority in a national union 
has succeeded in bringing class 
war back into British industry. 


“It is a grim example of what 
the communists can achieve,” de- 
clared Mr. Hyde, himself a former 
communist. 


He was referring to the “guer- 
rilla strikes” used by the Electrical 
Trades Union throughout the na- 
tion to back wage demands. The 
new-style strikes, products of com- 
munist tactics, consist of irritating 
sudden stoppages, usually of about 
24 hours, at key centers up and 
down the country among electri- 
cians engaged on construction 
work. Union leaders who are 
avowed communists pick the sites, 
but they are kept secret from em- 

loyers. Union members who re- 
use to take part are expelled and 
thus barred from further work in 
the specialized industry.

Appeal For Cardinal Wyszynski 
Made By East Chicago NCCW 


Joining forces with the countless, 
voices raised in protest of the ban-' 
ishment of His Eminence, Stefan 
Cardinal Wyszynski, Primate of} 
Poland, the Executive Board of 
the East Chicago District National 
Council of Catholic Women in a 


special session, passed a resolution 
to be forwarded to Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles. 


The statement read in part: 
“The obviously malicious persecu- 
tion of Cardinal Wyszynski, and 
his fellow priests of equal or lesser 
rank is clearly a manifestation of 
the desire of the Soviet regime to 
exterminate religion from the 
hearts of the subjugated peoples 
of Poland. fe denounce this 
most recent betrayal of the funda- 
mental rights of man and it is our 
earnest plea that you will find op- 
portunity to express thru the pro- 
per channels of the United Na- 
tions, a protest on our behalf and 
that of the entire United States, 
world Champion of liberty. There 
is no question in our minds that

The Cardinal’s arrest, according 
to a National Catholic Welfare 
Conference News report, signals a 
hardening of the Kremlin’s policy 
toward all religious leaders in the 
Iron Curtain countries. 

Fears have been expressed that 
the Polish Prelate may have been 
deported to Russia, although the 
regime announced that a request 
of the Polish Bishops had been 
granted in permitting the Cardinal 
to retire to a monastery. However, 
efforts to locate his whereabouts 
have been fruitless and a Warsaw 
official even refused to confirm 
this report.

Then add to this the fact that 
the reviewer writes an immediate 
impression when later reflection 
may change his opinions and you 
have elements that contribute to 
the fallibility of the reviewer. 

All of this is by way of leading 
into a kind of re-evaluation of some 
of the films that I have seen and 
already reviewed. This I think is 


pertinent because in many in- 
stances I reviewed films long 
before they were given general 
release and so some of them will

JULIUS CAESAR (MGM)—This 
film stands up best of all the films 
that I’ve reviewed. There were 
some qualifications in my first 
review, I'd warned that you might 
sometimes be a little bored. But 
as the weeks go by, | discover that 
my appreciation of this film in- 
creases. Now I not only recom- 
mend it, as I did before, but I say 
that it.was probably the best film 
of the year. I think you will find, 
as I found, that your appreciation 
of this film will increase as you 
reflect on it after having seen it.

THE ROBE (20th Century Fox)

If Your Child's Destructive

ype parents are constantly be- 
moaning the destructiveness of 
their pre-school toddlers. Nothing 
seems safe around the house. They 
soon begin to think that their darl- 
|ing is simply bad. They are at their 
wits end to know what to do to stop 
i\this perpetually destructive behav- 
‘ior about the house, which at times 
even extends to the neighbor's 
yard. 

Simply telling the child over and 
over not to break this and not to 
destroy that will not help him very 
much. The child is probably at 
that rough and tumble age when he 
is filled with energy that seeks an 
outlet. One of the main drives of 
the child at this age is to explore 
and to investigate. Naturally this 
often leads to disastrous results. 
/He doesn't deliberately set out to 


be destructive, but that is usually |

Far better than constantly be-

27—But once holy religion is re- 
jected, once the Divine Majesty, 
establishing what is good and evil, 
is ignored, it is plain that laws 
and public authority have little or 
no value. Then again, once hope 
and expectation of eternal reward 
are lost through these fallacious 
doctrines, men will greedily and 
without restraint seek the things 
of earth, vehemently, covet their 
neighbor's goods, and even take 
them by force as often as occa- 
sion or opportunity is given. Hence 
hatred, envy, discord, and rivalries 
arise among men; hence public 
and private life is perturbed; 
hence the very foundations of so- 
ciety which can scarcely be held 
together and maintained by the 
authority of government are grad- 
ually undermined; hence, defor- 
mation of morals by evil theatri- 
cal performances, books, periodi- 
cals and actual crime. 


28—We do not doubt that much 
can be done in this cause by those 
who hold the reins of government. 
However, the remedy for soch 
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great evils is to be sought from 

a higher source; namely, a power 
that is greater than human must 
be called in as aid, which will 
illume minds with heavenly light, 
which will touch souls and renew 
them with Divine grace and ren- 
der them better by its inspiration. 


29—Then only can it be hoped 
that Christian morality will every- 
where again flourish; that the true 
principles upon which society de- 
pends will become consolidated; 
that mutual, impartial and sincere 
estimation of values, together with 
justice and charity, will be estab- 
lished among the classes; that fin- 
ally hatred will be quelled, whose 
seeds bring forth new miseries, 
and not rarely provoke exasper- 
ated souls to the shedding of 
blood — that, in fine, having mel- 
lowed and settled the contentions 
between the upper and lower 
classes, the sacred rights of both 
parties be composed with equity, 
and by mutual agreement and 
reasonableness be made conform- 
able and consistent--with the pub- 
lic utility. 


30—Without doubt, all these 
principles of Christianity, which 
the Virgin Mother of God incites 
us to follow with eagerness and 
with energy, can be entirely and 
lastingly productive only when 
actually put into practice. Taking 
this into consideration, We invite

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Behind The Footlights 
Wilder's ‘Our Town’ 
Is Always Welcome 


By WILLIAM THESPIAN 


There is little doubt that Thornton Wilder’s “Our Town” could 
easily be classified as an American masterpiece. And, as is the case 
with many masterpieces of the theatre, it could very easily be placed 
in the category of great literature. 

Here we run into difficulty. When a work is placed in this category, 
it is more apt to be read than acted. It finds a final resting place in 
books on a library shelf, or in classroom textbooks, where it is an- 
alized, and appreciated for its literary beauty. 

This attitude is a great injustice to a piece of dramatic litera- 
ture. Many experts tell us that you have to see Shakespeare and 
not read him in erder to appreciate the true essence of the Bard's 
works. 

Such is the case with Mr. Wilder’s “Our Town.” Rapidly reaching 
the point where it is getting more readings than viewings, “Our Town” 
was set for a static future. Such an existence is horrifying to any true 
lover of the theatre. 

The Fort Wayne Civic Theater’s current production of the Wilder 
classic would make any theatregoer happy. To appreciated “Our Town,” 


it must be staged and acted. The Civic Theatre does this with a deft j 


sureness. 

Outstanding in the cast is Marjorie Smith as Emily Web. 
Making her first appearance this season, she is a welcomed addi- 
tion te the Civic’s roster. She handles this important role with sure- 
ness and tenderness. Successfully conveying the fears and joys of 
a young girl falling in love during the first two acts, she reaches 
full maturity in the magnificent cemetery scene. Here Mr. Wilder 
has created a scene which is unforgetable theatre. Marjorie Smith 
doesn’t let him down. In her voice, gestures and stage presence, 
she creates an effect that is thrilling. 

The entire production is directed by Theodore Sizer with tender 
affection. They are not actors or actresses on stage but human beings. 
No gesture or bit of stage business is wasted. Every movement had a 
meaning and every movement is a part of the whole. And Mr. Sizer 
takes personal charge when he steps on the stage in the guiding role 
of the Stage Manager. 

The fourth subscription concert of the Fort Wayne Philharmonic 
had a very interesting program. It included the Prelude and Fugue in 
G Minor (The Great) by Bach, orchestrated by Albert Stoessel: 
Virapuru, Symphonic Poem by Villa-Lobos, and Rachmaninoff’s Con- 
certo for Piano and Orchestra, No. 3, in D Minor. 

Coming from a performance of the same concerto with the 
New York Philharmonic the Sunday before, Mr. Janis did a brilliant 
job on the Rachmaninoff work. And the performance of the Bach 
Prelude and Fugue was an appropriate opener for the evening. But 
the real sensation of the evening was the Villa-Lobos work 

This is weird music. It is also music which bears constant repeti- 
tion for one to grasp all its hidden subtle beauty. 

Uirapuru was composed by Villa-Lobos in 1917. It is based on the 
tale of a legendary Enchanted Bird. Fetish worshipers consider it the 
King of Love. Its nightly song lures the Indians into the woods in 
search of the enchanting singer. 

Such a tale inspired Villa-Lobos to compose some fascinating music. 
To say the least, it was not understood by a great many in the audience 
at Tuesday night’s concert. An explanation of this can be seen in a 
comment by Lazare Saminsky in the book “Living Music of America”: 

“Of Heitor Villa-Lobos one might say that he reflects, em- 
bedies, and represents the whole immense continent of Brazil, 
with its baffling racial arts and creeds, with its fantastic horizons, 
physical and mental, with all its ocean of emotional and ethnic 


es. 
“Unless one understands this, unless one relates Villa-Lobos to 


those unbelievable ag eg /his country’s mind and body, one can hear | 


nothing in his music but ownpour of incongruous fluxes of melody, 
sonority, and color seemingly unrelated.” 

To many at the Philharmonic concert, the Villa-Lobos had just that 
effect. Yet, it was a work of fascination. And fascination can easily be 
the urge for another hearing. Igor Buketofi is to be congratulated for 
scheduling this work. Its inclusion in the program raised an otherwise 
enjoyable evening into the realm of intense interest.

gh school education. 

First of all, it teaches us co 
operation. In order to have a suc- 
cessful paper it is necessary for 
everyone on the staff to work as 
a team, doing his own job regard- 
less of how small or unimportant 
that job may be. This gives every- 
one an opportunity to use the tal- 
ents God has given him. 

It gives us a chance to get ac- 
quainted with the business men of 
our community. These men must 


be contacted and asked to advertise. 


through our paper. Some times it 
takes real salesmanship to sell 
them on the idea that they should 
give our paper an ad. 

The paper also has stories and 
articles, write-ups of things that 
happened around school and of 
things that are of interest to the 
readers such as sports, club news, 
jokes etc. These stories and articles 
are written for the students by the 
students. When one tries and suc- 

writing a good article, he 
not only helps make the paper a 
success, but gains for himself val- 
uable experience. He will probably 
learn, at least, one new word and 
its meaning. 

After all the stories are written 
and t , a dummy copy is made. 
This is just a rough sketch of how 
the finished paper will look. When 
the dummy copy is fini 
stencils are ready to be cut and 
typed. This is good practice for the 
typist. Anyone with a steady hand 
and a little patience can cut 
stencils. The stencils are now proof 
read. If there are any mistakes 
they are corrected. Some large 
schools have their papers ee 
by a printer, but I think it is best, 
when possible, for the students to 
print their own, as we do. 


So from the proof readers our’ 


stencils go to the printing machine. 
The stencil is put in place, the ma- 
chine is inked, and the press is 
ready to roll. 

When the paper is finished and 
put together everyone who has 


to make it a success 
looks at it with pride realizing it 
is a job well done. He knows that 
it took teamwork and that the part 
he played was important.

Captain Who Jumped Reds Ship 
Credits Safety To St. Anthony 


New York —(NC)— The master 
of a Polish ocean liner, who jump- 
ed his ship in England to avoid 
arrest by Polish communists, at- 
tributes his safety to his devotion 
to St. Anthony. 

Capt. Jan Cwiklinski, for many 
peas the skipper of the Polish 
iner Batory, was carrying a stat- 
uette of the Saint with him when 
he arrived here. 

The veteran seafarer said that 
he ed the statuette for 
years. In 1946, he said, while the 
Batory was being reconditioned

The captain, who is a Catholic,

Here on a three-month visitors’ 
visa, Captain Cwiklinski, hopes 
that he may be able to remain in 
the United States. He plans to 
visit Washington, D. C., and Flor- 
ida and will address the Polish- 
American Congress in Chicago on 
February 7.

There is no definite date for the 
shearing of sheep, but the usual 
recommendation is that the fleece 
be cut before the weather - too 
hot. If the weather is too hot, the 
sheep will be uncomfortable and 
will not graze. If you intend to do 
this shearing yourself, it will be 
well for you to read some instruc- 
tions, or better still to go to a 
demonstration on sheep shearing, 
such as are held for farm you 
Your county agent may be able to 
tell you w 
demonstration will be conducted in 
your vicinity. 


I have been told that there is 
some corrective method which can

tucky coffee, or tulip tree. These 
will not grow overnight, but after 
some years a very pleasant effect 
will be realized. A ranch type 
home should be landscaped with 
medium sized trees, such as 
flowering dogwood, or others of 
the same proportion.
